9K, KUWAIT (THE CONFUSION CONTINUES!). Ray, W8CNL, reported to OPDX that 
the following 9K callsigns have been changed back to what they were 
originally: 9K2/N6BFM is again 9K2ZZ, 9K/KIOK is again 9K2ZC, 9K2/NOYKI 

is again 9K2YY and also it is believed that 9K2HA has received his callsign 
back. Recently, the government of Kuwait had recalled the callsigns of 
9K2ZZ, 9K2ZC, 9K2YY and all Americans operating in Kuwait, and issued 

those calls to Kuwaiti citizens. They have now changed their minds again. 
Meanwhile, Ray and Derek, KC4ELO, state that they will accept all cards 

for 9K2ZZ, 9K2ZC, 9K2YY and will try to sort them out later. 


BS7H, HUANG YAN DAO (aka Scarborough Reef, IOTA AS-116). The Chinese 
Radio Sports Association, CRSA, and the South China DX Team, SCSDX, 
have announced plans for a second DXpedition. A multi-national team, 
led by BZ1HAM, will set sail for Huang Yan Dao on Tuesday, April 11, 
and is expected to commence operations under the call BS7H no later 
than April 13. The operation will be land-based, with the goals of 
keeping two stations on the air continuously for at least three days, 
and to provide at least one QSO with as many DXers as possible, rather 
than make multiple band-mode QSOs with a smaller number of DXers.
